House there assembled last eveuing a targe companyof scientific gentlemen, Journalists and others
to witness souie wondrous psychic demons!rations
of a voang man of tne name of Hruwn. The

representative of the Hkrald was Introduced
to this modern pnenomenon before tlie puhltc
exhibition, aua the following facts were gleaned
as to the antecedents of the modern Asmodeus.
He was born In council Binds, Iowa, of poor, but
honest parents, who gave him a common school
educatiou, of which he made good use. At two

Hotel purlor or
coal cellar, and' pluck ironi strange recesses a
pencil, pockecbook or handkerchief. He can tell
a man what he is thinking ol. tr only the man
thinks hard enough, ana go through any amount
of mental gymnastics with an aplomb that would
put a loreign clairvoyant to the blu».h. i
Assembled in the ilinmtr room the tmesis wmtmir

for the arrival ol the operator.hail an opportunity
to study t lie alphabet struug across tne magnificent
mirror which adorned the south wall, l'hese let-
ters, »n black, w re printed on greeu pasteboard,
and in size sufficiently large lor all tne audience to
distinctly sec them. The young roan maue a brief
speech in which he said, "he Invited investigation:
he had nothing to conceal," and generally repeated
tnat the scientists "could make nothing of
him."

The report of senator Mitchell, of the snb-comnutttaof the Senate Committee ou Transportation,

in relation 10 the railway postal service of the
country, presented by him ou the last day of the
session of Congress, has just been printed. Tne
Senator has gone into a thorough discussion as to
the power ol Congress, under section 8, article 1,
of the constitution, which declares that Congress
shall have the power to establish post offices and
post roads. He holds that Congress under this
delegation or power may provide for the transportationof its mails over railroads owued by private
corporations without the conseut. ol such corporations,or of the State In which such roads
are located, by paying just compensation. That this
may he done by an exercise, on the part of Congress,of the right of eminent domain. He holds
generally, that the power to take private property
for the purpose of the transportatiou of the public,
mails noes not dppend upon auy express provisionsor the constitution, but that It is an Inherent
attribute of sovereignty existing in every IndependentHtate. In support of this opinlou he
draws a comparison between the powers of
Congress under our present constitution and those
which existed uuder the articles of confederation.His views are also sustained by numerous
citations from State and federal courts of bgh
authority. While declaring the existence in the
ireueral government of the power mentioned, SenatorMitchell does not recommend resort to its exerciseat this time, and only in case of absolute
necessity If such should arise. He contemplates
such changes in our postal laws as will enable the
department to make just compensation for the carriageof mails on raiiro.tds, and also tend
to the extension of the mall service as the
growth of the country may demand. The
present law lie regards as essentially defective,
and he therefore proposes to devote a large part
»f tils time during the recess of Congress toward
perfecting a bill tbe provision of which, he hopes,
win be acceptable to the railroad companies and
at Hie same time be just to the government,
